"As her rivals appear subsequently, she 


slaughters them, ono after the other. Slio is 
nimble and vigorous at tho expiration of two 
or three days, and tho workers, seemingly 
believers in the survival of the fittest, attend 
iu a body, whib tlio old queen and her ado- 
lescent rival engage in a royal combat to tho 
death. At this duet of stings, Irani which 
the drones are excluded, tho spectators main- 
tain Lho strictest decorum, and pressrvo fair 
play between the contestants. Tho quocn, 
you Iccow, novor uses her sting on anything 
except royalty, and when, assailed by tho 
plebeian workers will not oven defend her- 
self.

household. Her fertility is perpetual with 
lior, and she is empoworod by nature to lay 
anywhere from 2,000 to 3,001) oggs in a day. 
Thcso are hatched out in from seventeen to 
twenty-one days. She becomes a perfect 
mother with a power to produce workers or 
drones at will or to roproduce herself. 
She 


reigns from two to throe years, according to 
tho endurance of tho affections which the 
workers enlortoin for nor, when she is de- 
throned in the manner narrated. In tho 
wmtor the old bees die and in the spring t'.io 
queen sends out new swarms of young work- 
ers to gather tho honoy harvest. The workers 
ure arranged nnd classed so that neither dis- 
cord nor confusion may interrupt thoir work. 
They aro first divided off into well marshaled 
squads, oach of which attends industriously 
to Its own particular assignment. 


'•The comb-liuildors construct tho delicate 


comb. It is estimated that they consumu 
about twenty pounds of honey to construct 
ono pound o"f comb. Tho honoy-gathorei-s 
collect tho sweet juices from tho iloivors and 
deposit them in tho cells. Water-carriers 
employ themselves in carrying in tho water 
required for tho support ot the young brood. 
The pollen-gatherers convoy the farina from 
tho blossoms • to tho cavities formed for its 
reception. The nursins-beos feed the young 
until they are able to take care of tber.ltelvos, 
and the 
faithful guards, over 
mindful 


of the peace and1 harmony of the colony, 
jealously watch tho entrance to the hive- 
admitting no intruder, noithc-r insect xior 
STango bee. It is amusing to notice how 
dexlerously they pounce upon
